80,000 eggs, only 2 per cent of which 
may be expected to mature as fish 
under favorable conditions. A number 
of factors contribute to the low sur- 
vival, as for example, predator fish, 
weather conditions, pollution, etc. In 
view of this, taking any female pick- 
erel or its mate during the spawning 
period, is a costly business. It is pro- 
bably safe to say that every female 
taken illegally before spawn is de- 
posited represents a loss of at least 
100 fish.

Modern Russian ideals ,and mod- 
ern Russian procedures, are highly 
unpopular with all right-thinking 
people on this side of the Atlantic. 
But long before Stalin had a name, 
or at least that particular name, 
Russian people came to settle in 
Canada and the United States, 
bringing with them some of their 
customs, and memories of their 
favorite dishes. 

You don’t hav@ to come from 
behind what is now the Ifon Cur- 
tain to thoroughly enjoy some of 
those dishes; and you'll find them 
served in noted restaurants in many 
places. One great favorite is called: 

PELEMINI 

One egg and 1 cup of water are 
added to enough flour to form a 
thick dough. Roll it—better in parts

or cookie cutter Cut rounds and put 
in the middle of each a piece of 
filling (as described below), turned 
round like a nut.

The following tips, from a gar- 
ment trade expert, will enable you 
to give home-sewn garments a real 
professional look, beside saving you 
time and bother. 

Picking Your Pattern 

Buy an easy-to-fit, easy-to-finish 
design wiih straight seams at the 
shoulders and sides. Try to find a 
becoming style with few pieces 
and simple deta. 

Study your pattern carefully, sé- 
lecting the version you want to 
make. Circle it on the envelope and 
inside cutting chart. Let these be 
your blueprints for action. 

Choosing Your Fabric 


Check your pattern envelope first 


‘for fabric suggestions. The manufac- 


turer knows the materials best suit- 
ed for eac design and the smartest 
fashion-wise. 

Buy -well-labeled goods. You'll 
want to know if it's shrinkproof, 
washable, colorfast, crease-resistant; 
if it’s all-wool, cotton, nylon, and so 
on, Knowing your fabric leads to 
style success. 

The fabrics most easily handled 
are cottons and lighter woolens with 


good body in solid color, or small. 


allover prints. If you are a beginner, 
by-pass plaids, checks, border prints, 
or stripes that require tricky match- 
ing. 

Match your sewing materials to 
your fabric at the start — zipper, 
thread, binding, hooks and eyes—in 
color. . 

Patterns Meet Fabric: 

Press the fabric. Spread it on a 
surface large enough to hold all the 
pieces at once, and straighten care- 
fully. 

Watch the grain of the goods in 
laying out your pattern pieces. “Be 
sertain that all pieces to be cut 
from a fabric with a nap are going 
in the same directior. Follow, cut- 
ting chart to the letter. 

Work with plenty of pins (good 
quality—Size 4 or 5) and sharp 
scissors. Before cutting, mark every 
symbol with tailor’s chalk or thread. 
A dress that’s well marked almost 
puts itself together. 

Don’t cut deep notches. It’s eas- 
ier to cut pattern notches out’ in- 
stead ‘of in—paricularly if the fabric 
frays. : 

Basting: 

When hand-basting, work on a 
table. Remove pins as you go, and 
a backward stitch now and then 
for firmness. 

By loosening the tension of your 
sewing machine, you can whirl 
through a firm basting stitch in a 
harry. This is a short cut many 
women prefer. 

Slip-baste plaids or stripes on the 
right side for easy matching. 

Insert a piece of ‘paper in the 
seam of a bias edge—such as a neck 
piece—to keep it from stretching as 
you work. 

Stitching 

To avoid puckering and marking 
your material, test the tension of 
your machine on a scrap before you 
begin _ stitching.

Take a short cut to secure stitches 
at the beginning and end of each 
seam or dart by rétracing several 
stitches on the machine. If your 
machine doesn’t reverse stitch, lift 
presser foot slightly with one hand, 
and with the other, draw cloth slow- 
ly toward you. This fastens thread. 

Darts are firm if you. baste them 
from the point to the widest part. 
Stitch from the widest part to the 
point. 

Press each scam open as you 
finish it. Then fitting and finishing 
will be easy. 

Stretch jersey a little for a neat 
job. However, always watch not to 
stretch bias fabric where is it joined 
to a straight piece. A puckered seam 
results. 

Before hemming a_bias-cut skirt, 
pin it to a hanger and let it hang 
at least 24 hours. It will sag at the 
bias grain, and the inevitable un- 
even hemline can be adjusted accur- 
ately to save alter changing. 

Finishing Touches: 

Try dress on, wrong side out, for. 
an easy final fitting. 

Finish seams with care. Pink 
seams on materials that aren't eas- 
ily frayed. Overcast or edge-stitch 
seams on raveling slik and wool. 
Turn a fine French seam for lin- 
gerie garments, 

Before turning a curved seam, 
slash along the edge to relieve bulk- 
iness, . 
A professional-looking hem is a 
“must.” To be tertain it’s even, 
wear heels when marking. Allow 
about 2 inches for a neat finished 
hem. 

Make neat gathering easy by run- 
ning three parallel rows of stitching 
about 4% inch apart. Pull thread of 
each and adjust the fullness equally, 
Elastic thread wound on bobbin 
with regular thread is another an- 
swer to simple shirring. 

Use your ironing board for lay- 
ing in pleats. Pin at top and bottom, 
Press in, then baste. 

Sew buttons on fine wool fabrics 
with a small stay button under- 
neath to relieve any strain on the 
fabric. 

Final pressing turns the trick. 
Use a well-padded sleeveboard for 
short seams, a tailor’s cushion for 
curved seams, particularly armholes. 
Regulate your iron carefully and 
use a pressing cloth or steam iron 
for your wools, acetate rayons, 
lined and faced garments.

The May meeting of the Madoc 
Public School Home and School As- 
sociation was held in the Public 
School on the evening of Tuesday, 
May 2nd, with Miss Connor presiding 
in the absence of the President.. 

As this was the final meeting’ of 
the year, the reports of the various 
committees were heard and these in- 
dicated that although the Association 
was organized only last autumn, 
much good had been accomplished, 
particularly in bringing the Home 
and the School in closer understand- 
ifg and contact. 

Mrs. Rupert sent a message in 
which,.she thanked the committees 
and clubs which have worked with the 
Association, with particular thanks 
to the School Board for their co- 
operation. 

Miss Connor introduced the speaker 
of the evening, Miss Green, of Peter- 
boro, Vice President of the Teachers’ 
Federation and an Auxiliary Teacher 
who. goes into the homes.to teach in- 
vailids, convalescents, and who also 
works with the troublesome and sub- 
normal, as a part of her many dut- 
ies. 

Miss Green is a native of Queens- 
boro and received part of her early 
education in Madoc and is well known 
here. After speaking hyriefly on the 
work of Home and School Clubs, the 
speaker took as her subject ‘“Train- 
ing of the Pre-School Child.’ It is 
the parent who builds the foundation 
in these early years and whether it is 
good or bad, on the parent alone rests 
the responsibility. Each child differs 
mentally, temperamentally and phys- 
ically. Each child is born with a cer- 
tain mental capacity and what he 
does with it depends on his training. 
His achievements should be judged 
on his abilities. Miss Green went on 
to speak on Solitary Play which de- 
velops self-reliance and concentration 
and Social Play. which develops co- 
operation. Childish quarrels are a 
necessary and natural development in 
the young child. Temper Tantrums in- 
dicate a failure on the part of the 
parent to secure a method of discip- 
line. 

The address was interesting and 
helpful, particularly to parents of 
children who would soon be enrolling 
for school work for the first time. 
Mrs. Sexsmith moved a vote of thanks 
to the speaker. Miss Irma Burris 
played a piano solo. which was well 
received and a _ social half hour 
brought the meeting to a close.

Love—More Deadly 
Than Drink 


Love is seventeen times more 
deadly than drink, according to the 
latest Paris suicide statistics. For 
every person who \ends his own life 
because of alcohol seventeen do so 
becayse their “affairs of the heart” 
have gofie wrong. 

Even so love is one of the least 
spectacular reasons why some 
French men and women decide that 
life is not worth living. A musicifin 
hanged himself because, following 
an operation, he was unable to carry 
the big drum in a local band. 

A dress designer took poison be- 
cause, at the age of forty, she was 
getting fat, A taxi-driver deliberate- 
ly drove his vehicle into a river to 
demonstrate his indignation when an 
American walked away without tip- 
ping him. z 

Experts, juggling with statistics, 
have uncovered many interesting 
facts about suicide—somie explain- 
able, others not. Highest suicide 
rates in the world are found in Ger- 
many, Austria, Switzerland, Czecho- 
slovakia, the Scarfdinavian countries, 
and Japan. The lowest are in Spain, 
Italy, and Ireland. 

More people seem to commit gui- 
cide in May and June than at any 
other time of the year. The rate hits 
a low point in December. 

Also, more people commit suicide 
in the morning, from 6 a.m. to noon, 
than at any Other time of day. 

Although tne suicide rate is high- 
est among the Teutonic races, there 
is no indication that the desire to 
kill oneself is a racial characteristic, 
and therefore inherited. Rather, it is 
more reasonable to “assume. that 
suicide is a cultural characteristic. 

In Japan, for instance, it is quite 
in order for a noble to kill himself 
by hari-kiri, which is probably the 
most painful form of suicide. There 
is absolutely no stigma attacked to 
the act. It is even a form of heroism, 
and may be done for such a trivial 
reason as a protest against govern- 
ment policy. 

One important factor affecting the 
suicide rate is the existence of laws 
against it in certain countries. 

In most of continental Europe 
there are no such laws. If you want 
to take your own life you are wel- 
come to do so. But in Canada, the 
U.S.A. and most. Empire countries 
you may be sent to prison if you 
fail in the attempt. 

Sometimes the motives Behind 
suicide are difficult to determine, 
bit much is learned from the notes 
left behind by those who take their 
own life. These generally mention 
such things as ill-health, financial 


problems, drug addiction, pride, dis- 
honour. 

At the same time, however, cur- 
ious paradoxes occur. There was the 
case of the man who was so terrified 
at the prospect of an impending ap- 
pendictis operation that he shot 
himself. 

Sometimes people who have a fear 
of high places will jump to their 
death, They become obsessed with 
the idea that safety lies on the street 
below or at bottom. of a cliff, and 
choose the quickest way to get 
there. Some of the most baffling sul- 
cide cases have been traced to such 


a cause,

What about the National League, 
you say?

Much human suffering is due to 
the failure of early diagnosis—and 
this is no less true in economics 
and politics than in medicine.

But it is a fact that for countless 
millions of people, liberty has been 
lost-~lost for the rest of their lives 
and perhaps for the lives of their 
children. These people have often 
failed to recognize thé early symp- 
toms, The promises of statism, of 
more government intervention, of 
more planning, are alluring. 

The struggle for security through 
government action is a struggle to 
avoid risks and uncertainties. But 
government can make our lives free 
from risk only if it has the power 
and authority to contro! our ac- 
tions.

Real, Or Imaginary ?

The mystery. of the “flying 
watrcers” was accorded — renewed 
attention recently, this time even 
by President Truman himself. The 
President said he was just as 
puzzled as the next fellow by the 
Jatest flurry of reports about weird 
and wonderful sights in the sky. 

A police chief in Illinois swore 
he saw a “strange disk-like object, 
reddish in the center, with blue 
lights on the outer edges.” Resi- 
dents of an Ohio city reported “two 
bright lights in the sky”, each 
trailing a streak of orange flame. 
Other “saucer” stories popped up 
in such widely scattered points as 
Turkey, Argentina, Germany, 
China and Chile, writes Joseph 
Nolan ine the New York Times. 
The reports’ were reminiscent of 
the ones that made the rounds 
back in the summer of 1947, In 
June of that year, a business man 
named Kenneth Arnold, piloting 
his private plane in Washington 
State, spied nine shimmering disks 
cruising along in the vicinity of 
Mount Rainier. He told his story 
to the newspapers and pretty 
soon people all over the country 
were seeing “saucers.” Some of 
them. looked like “shiny chromium 
hub caps off a car.” Others re- 
sembled “an ic&cream cone topped 
with red.” Still others suggested 
a teardrop, a doughnut, or a ball 
of fire. i 

The United States Air Force in- 
augurated “Project Saucer” to in- 
vestigate and evaluate the reports. 
Experts spent two years sifting 


-almost 400 cases. Their conclusion, 


made public last December, was 
that all of. them could be accounted 
for in one of three ways: (1) mis- 
interpretation of various Convyen- 
tional objects like balloons, meteors, 
ot birds in flight; (2) a mild form 
of mass hysteria; (3) pure hoaxes. 
More Theories Than “Saucers” 

But if the Air Force figured 
that its official report would put 
an end to speculation, it was under- 
estimating the public curiousity 
and imagination. If anything, the 
theories have multiplied. Some rep- 
tesent “an elaboration or variation 
of the findings, while” ethers have 
a distinct Buck Rogerish flavor. 
Here are some of the ones that 
have been put forth to explain the 
celestial crockery: 

Secret Weapon. The magazine 
World’ Report says that the disks 
are aircraft of a revolutionary de- 
sign—a combination helicopter arrd 
fast jet plane. It says well-docu- 
mented accounts show these planes 
to be 105 feet in diameter and 
circular in shape, with what ap- 
pear to be jet nozzles all around 
the outer rim. Indications are, ac- 
cording to the magazine, that the 
“saucers” are being developed by 
the Navy. This story brought em- 
phatic denials from the President 
and from Defense Secretary Louis 
Johnson, Mr. Truman said that if 
there was any such project in the 
works, he had not Keard about it. 
Igor Sikorsky, noted aeronautical 
engineer and a pioneer in helicop- 
ter design, commented: “I doubt 
very much that at the present 
stage of our knowledge we could 
combite a helicopter and a .jet 
plane in this fashion.” 

Could They Be Russian? 

Soviet Missiles. Reports of ‘“‘ly- 
ing saucers” in Alaska and in 
Scandinavia gave rise to specula- 
tion that the Russians might be 
experimenting with some strange 
new rockets. Proponents of | this 
theory recalled that the Nazis 
were far ahead of us in the de- 


velopment of guided missiles, and ° 


that some of their top scientists 
are now working for Russia. Air 
Force investigators looked into 
this prospect, but reported they 


could find no substantiation.

Weather Balloons. Military au- 
thorities beliéve a good many 
“saucer” cases are attributable to 
weather. observation balloons and 
radar target balloons, The United 
States Weather Bureau 2nd the 
armed forces have occasion to use 
various types of these balloons to 
gather information on atmospheric 


conditions. The radar balloons 
dangle a six-cornered target of 
aluminum foil which . frequently 


catches the sun’s rays and could 
be mistaken for a flying disk. 

Planets or Meteors. Among scien- 
tists there is a strong suspicion 
that some of the perplexing sights 
that have been reported may be 
traced to meteors flashing across 
the sky, or to the planet” Venus, 
which is the nearest major planet 
to the earth, When one of the 
mysterious disks was spotted in 
Kentucky,” an astronomer was 
summoned and he identified it posi- 
tively’ as ‘the planet, which at that 
time happened to be particularly 
close to the earth. 

Seeing Things - 

Optical Illusions. The experts 
point owe that the sun, the stars 
and the senses are in the habit of 
playing tricks on us. Prof. C. C, 
Wylie, University of Iowa astron- 
omer, gives this example: “In driv- 
ing west in the morning hours, if 
an airplane crosses the road some 
distance alead, the sunlight re- 
flected from its windows may 
obliterate the outline of the plane, 
giving the appearance of a round 


-or oval and brilliant spot of light 


moving in the sky.” Some illu- 
sions become even more vivid 
when a person is in an airplane. 
Interplanetary Visitors, The 
‘saucers” carry scouts from = an- 
other planet, intett on learning the 
ways of the ea This theory 
was advanced ently by True 


\Magazine. It has a counterpart in 


stories making the rounds on the 
West Coast to the effect that one 
of the disks crashed and that a 
body was thrown free of the 
wreckage, the body of a monkey- 
like creature about three feet tall. 
The Air Force insists that its in- 
vestigations “lend no support to 
the view that the ‘saucers’ may 
come from another planet.” 
Despite the frequency with which 
the fiflzing disks have turned up, 
most people have trouble discussing 
them with a straight face. Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Andrej A. 


Gromyko, in a rare moment of 
whimsy, suggested that perhaps 
they were caused by a Russian 


discus thrower who didn’t know his 
own strength. ‘

Whoop? 


Howard Young, former student 
of zoology, comes forth with the 
sad news that the robin’s melodic 
spring warble is a war whoop. Male 
robins tend to return to the same 
area year after year, and they 
come prepared to battle for their 
summer home. “The birds strike 
mainly with the beak,” says Young, 
but one closely observed male “was 
clearly seen to rake with its claws.” 
Though the fights are tisually silent, 
the “loud, caroling song” may be 
both a declaration of territorial 
aggrandizement and a call for a 
mate. Females, too, are adept at 
driving strangers from the terri- 
tory selected for the nesting site.

Gun Shoots Hay 


F. W. Moffet, Jr, a farmer, 
has invented a gun with which 
he has been shooting hundreds of 
bales of hay into a loft every year, 

Moffet’s gun has a pneumatic 
cylinder into which a bale of hay 
is dropped, piston and rod, and a 
pusher plate to heave the bale. An 
air tank holds a measured amount 
of compressed air which serves as 
the propellant. The compressor is 
charged by a five-horse-power en- 
gine. At a pressure of 200 pounds, 
the gun heaves a fifty-eight-pound 
bale a height of twenty-one feet 
and a horizontal distance of forty- 
eight feet. The gun can be pointed 
to take proper aim. It shoots ac- 
curately enough *to send bales 
through open doors at the rate of 
a little less than three a minute.

Reds Ready To Turn On Heat 


ROME, Italy.—The long-sim- 
mering feud between Soviet Russia 
and Yugoslavia, it is believed here, 
will boil over this spring. 


Ttalian political circles in close 
contact with developments in the 
Stalin-Tito private cold war pre- 
dict that increased Soviet armed 
pressure against the Belgrade gov- 
ernment may be only a few weeks 
away. 

Where and how this pressure 
will be applied is the big question 
mark, Perhaps Stalin will call for 
armed attacks against Yugoslavia 
by one or two of Moscow’s satel- 
lites (probably Romania and/or 
Albania), Or possibly he will work

Even more significance is attri- 
buted by persons intimately fami- 
liar with the Kremlin's methods 
and policies to Moscop’s charge 
that a recent meeting of American 


' diplomats in-Athens was-a “crim- 


inal plot” designed to set up a new 
“nest of aggression” in. the Bal- 
kans. 

“The creation of the Athens- 
Belgrade Axis,” the Romanian 
newspaper Pravda said on March 
28, “means nothing less than the 
inclusion of Yugoslavia in the ag- 


gressive North Atlantic Pact, 
transforming ‘Yugoslavia into a 
base of American imperialism 


with all the fateful consequences 
for the Yugoslay people.” 

If Yugoslavia is now a “base of 
American imperialism,” how much 
longer, it is asked here, will Mos- 
cow tolerate its existence?

At the same time, there are 
strong indications ‘that ‘Albania, 


which is today little more than a 
Soviet armed fortress and submar- 
ine base at the mouth of the 
Adriatic, has been. designated as 
Moscow's spearhead in the forth- 
coming attack against Yugoslavia. 
This role, itis said, was assigned 
to Albania at a. secret meeting of 
the Cominform held recently on 
the Hungarian-Yugoslay border, 

A_half-primitive country ’ popu- 
lated by about a million rugged 
peasants and mountaineers, Al- 
bania is one of the traditional 
trouble spots in the Balkans. Its 
geographic. position—bordering on 
Yugoslavia and Greece and close 
to Italy—is of incalculable strate- 
gic value to the Russians. 

Since Tito’s break with the 
Cominform, Albania, once closely 
allied to Yugoslavia, has been 
completely sealed of from the rest 
Albanian political leaders recently 
of the world. But a number of 
managed to escape from. Tirana. 

According to these refugees, 
Moscow's tiniest “People’s Demo- 
cracy” is a land of silent terror. 
Premier Enver Hoxha has been 
stripped .of call power and is vir- 
tually a prisoner of the Russians. 
Although a loyal Stalinist and the 
first Cominform stalwart to attack 
Tito, Premier Hoxha had stadied 
in western countries and has many 
ties with the West. 


It is reported that last spring 


he secretly asked Great Britain and 


the Wnited States to grant him new 
diplomatic recognition. Thus, the 
Albanian refugees report, Premier 
Hoxha’s purge is only a question 
of time. 

The undisputed rulers ‘of Al- 
bania, it is said, are the Soviet 
Minister, Dimitri Chuvakhin, who 
once served as a diplomat in Wash- 
ington, and a Major General N, J. 
Pavlov, who commands a_ well- 
trained force of 5000 Russian “tech- 
nicians” and about 12,000 former 
Greek Communist guerrillas.

Meanwhile, Tito, who is an ex- 
pupil of Stalin, is trying desper- 
ately to weaken the ranks of the 
Cominform in Western Europe. A 
group of his agents, who before 
his break with the Cominform 
worked in close contact with the 
Italians, are now operating both 
in Milan and Rome where they 
seek to split the Italian Commun- 
ist Party. 


That they are achieving some 
success is perhaps best proven 
by the fact that the party of 


Palmiro Togliatti, who was him- 
self recently criticized severely by 
the Cominform for “weak leacer- 
ship,” has had to expel eight of 
its functionaries for Titoism. Tog- 
liatti also warned the Italian Com- 
munists “to intensify vigilance 
against Titoist agents.” 

As in France and elsewhere in 
Western Europe, the Italian Po- 
litburo is sharply divided between 
“extremists” and “moderates.” 

Latest reports say that, unless 
wiser heads prevail, the extrem- 
ists. are preparing an attempt to 
blow up U.S, Atlantic Pact arms 
scheduled to arrive in Naples 
sometime this month.

Camera Men Hid 
In Dummy Giraffe 


The photography of wild animals 
is little more than 50 years old. At 
first, enthusiasts struggled with 
cameras weighing 15 Ibs. ur more. 
Today, a man can plunge into an 
African forest with a loaded minia- 
ture camera in his coat pocket and, 
if he is lucky, bag dozens of pass- 
able photographs. 

But for all the improvement in 
equipment and technique, some of 
the photographs taken by whe pio- 
neer big-game photographers will 
stand comparison with any which 
have been taken since. Take the 
classic shot of a charging black 
rhinoceros by Major A. Radclyffe 
Dugmore. In Africa in 1908 ‘he 
saw the rhino resting’ near a small 
hill, and, hoisting his heavyweight 
camera to his chest, he moved for- 
ward, a companion named Clark 
covering him with his rifle. 

On the ground. glass. of the 
camera Dugmore could see the 
black monster sleeping peacefully, 
about 35 yards away. He went on. 
Suddenly, the rhino jumped up, saw 
Dugmore and charged. 


Dugmore says: “No matter what 
happened, I simply had te keep my 
head; this was the chance of a life- 
time, and I must not make a mis- 
take. So I focussed the camera 
with the utmost care and pressed 
the shutter release when he was 
about 16 yards away—it seemed 
more like 16 inches. Clark, hearing 
the click of the shutter, fired, not 
to kill, bus to frighten.” 


The bullet hit the rhino’s shoul- 
der, and the animal turned and 
missed the intrepid photographer 
by a few feet. 


In attempts to get close-ups, pho- 
tographers have used strange ruses. 
In Great Britain the Kearton broth- 
ers made a dummy ox and sheep 
and then, crouched in their hollow 
interiors, took photographs of the 
unsuspecting. creatures tnat  ap- 
proached the strangely ‘immobile 
“animals.” 

On the African plains, a dummy 
ostrich has been similarly used by 
another photographer. A still more 
extraordinary. dummy was that. of 
a giraffe which two camera enthusi- 
asts constructed. One man acted as 
the fore-legs, and the other as the 
hind-legs. Thus they fared ‘forth. 
One. of their first’ encounters. was 
a lion. Unfortunately, the lion saw 
them first and started to investigate 
That was the end of the would-be 
big:game photographers, and they

Horsehair and  vegetable-fiber 
brushes are poor substitutes for 
bristle brushes or the improved 


postwar nylon brushes that you 
may prefer. Nylon brushes are easy 
to clean, do not need the usual 
linseed-oil preconditioning and are 
not tempting to moths. It’s a card- 
inal rule among painters that’ a 
better brush always means a better 
job. Don’t be “penny wise and 
pound foolish” by trying to save a 
few cents on your brushes. For the 
average job you'll need at least 
three brushes: 

1 A 3% to 4 inch flat. brush, 
bristles about 4% inches long, or 
a roller applicator for painting 
large, flat surfaces. 

2. A 2 to 2% inch flat brush, 
bristles about 314 inches long, for 
trimming’ and small surfaces. 

3. A 1% inch oval brysh, bristles 
about 2 inches long, for moldings 
and round surfaces. 

There are five kinds of surfaces 
you may wish to paint; new wood, 
new plaster, painted, wallpapered 
or varnished. 

Varnished woodwork isn’t con- 
sidered stylish any more, and it 
isn’t hard to cover with paint. First, 
wash it with a strong solution of 
sal soda or washing powder. This 
eliminates sanding. If mahogany 
stain has been used, apply a coat 
of shellac. or aluminum paint to 
prevent the stain from bleeding 
through the paint. Then, for the 
quickest and easiest job, use the 
new one-coat paints according to 
directions. Or apply three coats’ of 
enamel mixed’ with flat paint to 
your chosen color. (Use two pints 
of enamel to one pint of flat paint. 
If you want a glossy surface, make 
the third coat enamel only, not 
mixed with flat paint.) 

Before you begin sanding, patch- 
ing or anything else, protect your 
room. Remove all hardware—door- 
knobs, light switches and fixtures, 
curtain rods, shades and the like. 
Move out or cover all furniture and 
floor coverings. Cover your hair. 
Pui on old clothes. Use a protective 
lotion or cream on your hands be- 
fore you paint. Spattered print will 
clean away more easily at the end 
of the day,

: Tips That. Help 


Sow Grass Early 

One garden job that we can 
carry out first thing in the Spring 
almost regardless of weather is sow- 
ing grass seed. Of course where a 
new lawn is being established the 
ground will have to be thoroughly 
prepared first and this means cul- 
tivating, rolling and raking until it 
is as level as possible and the, top 
soil is worked up fine and all visible 
weeds destroyed. It is not really 
safe to work soil itntil all the frost 
to walk on without getting one’s 
is gone and the ground dry enough 
shoes muddy. . 

But if it is merely patching a 
lawn that has to be done, then one 
can sow anytime, even before the 
last snow goes. The important 
thing is to get a good grade of 
packaged lawn seed, which is a mix- 
ture of different grasses, blended 
so that there will be some quick- 
growing types, to give some shade 
to the jater germinating and more 
permanent types. 

Grass loves cool weather. It must 
get a good start before the weather 
really turns warm. For obvious 
reasons, sow on a. windless day 
and to make sure of an even catch 
the experts say it is best to broad- 
If possible water well during dry 
cast opce lengthwise, then across. 
weather and make sure the mower 
is razor sharp for the first few 
cuttings. A dull mower will pull 
out new grass. Like any other 
plant, grass will benefit from good 
soil and an occasional dressing of 
manure or the right kind of chemi- 
cal fertilizer, A rich, well-fed lawn 
will not only be a better color and 
texture but it will be vigorous 
enough to crowd out most weeds. 
Where the lawn or part of it is 
shaded most of the day a special 
mixture of seed designed for such 
conditions should be used. 

o 2 * 
Sweet Peas Early Too 

Another early bird is the sweet 
pea. It gives best results, when 
planted just as soon as One can 
dig and prepare the necessary little 


_ trench. Often one can find a corner 


of the garden which dries out weeks 
before the rest. If it is not too 
shaded and gets some breeze this 
is just the spot for sweet peas. 
Dig a trench a foot or so deep. 
Tramp in about three inches of 
well-rotted materials, ofd leaves or 
manure are best, then top off with 
a couple of iriches of the. finest 


and richest soil available. Plant in 
this about an inch deep and three 
inches apart. Let the rains gradu- 
ally fill in the rest of the trench 
as the plants come up. This devel- 
ops the deep, strong root growth 
that is essential for heavy bloom- 
ing and health during the summer 
weather. Provide support in the 
form of -brush or strings. Wire is 
not recommended as it initrres the 
tender growth. 
te * 
Pruning 

Pruning can be done anytime 
irom February to June with most 
shrubs, trees, etc. The general pur- 
pose is to remove dead growth, 
shape the brush or shrub and let 
in air and sunshine. Shrubs that 
bloom first thing in the spring like 
the Forsythia, Spirea, etc., should 
not be pruned until after blooming 
so that flowering this ‘season will 
not be spoiled. 


Aluminum Foil 


You'll discover a multitude of 
good uses for that highly versatile 
stuff, aluminum foil. Many report 
that its most Satisfying use is in 
lining the broiler pan before broil- 
ing meat or fish, The drippings are 
caught on the foil, which bas only 
to be tossed away when the broil- 
ing is done. No more scouring of 


the broiler pan. 
* * . 


Line your casserole dishes with 
aluminum foil. This not only elim- 
inates scouring, but helps prevent 
liquid from boiling over in the 


oven. 
* * * 


There are many who wrap butter 
in aluminum foil to keep the deli- 
cate flavor from being invaded by 
strong foreign odors. In the same 
way, odors of gheese, onions and 
fish can’ be.contained by wrapping 


the offenders. 
* * * 


A’ piece of foil laid beneath the 
ironing board cover is said to cut 
down on ironing time. The alumin- 
um reflects the heat onto the re- 
verse side of the material being 
ironed, often making it unnecessary 
to iron both sides.

But they also know that it’s a tough 
job to keep a good legume-grass 
mixture going for more than two or 
three years. That's because the 
grass has a tendency to crowd out 


the legumes.

Nine years of testing at the Il- 
linois Experimental Farm showed 
the following results: They got 342 
pounds of gain per acre the first 
year of a legume-smogth brome 
pasture. The following year, they 
got 126 pounds LESS gain, as the 
smooth brome had taken over 80 
to 85 per cent. of the pasture. And 
at the same time, the gains on a* 
legume-orchard grass mixture 
DROPPED from 245 pounds to 
169.

The Illinois folks are still working 
on the perfect answer to this prob- 
lem.

From Nightmare 


Some ideas even their authors 
can’t kill—and Tarzan was one ot 
them. It is over a year since. Eagar 


Rice Burroughs declared © thaf“He ° 
was finished with his fanrois “apex -

man and would never write notes 
line about hint, Now Burrmiphs 
has died—in his 75th ‘year—but 
Tarzan continues to beat his mighty 
chest and to tree-swing. 

Burroughs was known as th 
world’s wealthiest writer. In 2 
years, his incredible—and yet cred- 
ible—-apeman brought him in a per- 
sonal fortune of $10,000,000 - and 
built up gross earnings for a world- 
wide Tarzan industry of .£125,000,- 
O00, 

In a movie sense, Tarzan recently 
came of age. It is 21 years since 
Elmo Lincoln first went swinging 
through the trees dressed from head 
to. foot ig fur. Since then, there 
have been-nine other Tarzans, in- 
cluding swimming champs Buster 
Crabbe and Johnny Weismuller. 
Plond Lex Barker took over as 
Tarzan the Tenth just before his 


. creator's death. 


Thirty years old, the new Tarzan 
was an outstanding athlete at 
Princeton University and is the first 
of the ape actors to have his name 
in the select New York Social Reg- 
ister. That's how it should be for, 
after all, the original Tarzan was 
the son of an English nobleman— 
and once sat in the House of Lords. 


But nothing that has happened to 
his jungle creation can be half as 
astonishing as the real-life story of 
Edgar Rice Burroughs, who once 
peddled lead pencils for a living and 
pawned his wife's brooches to help 
pay the grocer. The first Tarzan 
story appeared in a magazine as 
long ago as 1912, but it was two 
years before he could find a pub- 
lisher willing to put Tarzan in book 
form. 

In all Burrowghs was an unsuc- 
cessful businessman for 15 years 
before he wrote a line of fiction. His 
sticcess gives a persistent lie to the 
legend that a rolling stone gathers 
no moss. At one time he tried to sell 
books on the doorstep. “The uppers 
of my shoes wore out trying to keep 
the doors open,” he said. 

He sold everything from cars to 
chocolates before he landed a job 
as floorwalker in a department 
store. Worried, plagued with 
troubled sleep, he used to lic awake 
at night, telling himself stories, cre- 
ating diabolical monsters out of the 
humdrum worries of the day, He 
spun these nightmares to himself 
for five years before it occurred to 
him that he might sell them. Even 
then, he thought his stories so medi- 
ocre that they appeared ander the 
pen-name “Normal Bean"—slang in 
those days for an average brain. 

His first stories were fantasies set 
in Mars chiefly for the reason that 
no one could catch him out in his 
facts. Tarzan swung out of the 
jungle for much the same reason. 
Burroughs merely swotted up Stan- 
ley’s “In Darkest Africa” for his 
background. He never went to 
Africa. ; 

When the money did start coming 
in, it came in a torrent. There were 
‘Tarzan comic books, Tarzan games 
and chewing gum. At one time 
there were Tarzan trapezes; swim- 
suits, schoolbags, soaps, statuettes 
and toys. : 

At 55, Burroughs took up flying. 
We married a young actress for his 
second bride at 58 and, eight years 
later, became America’s oldest war 
correspondent. (Tarzan meanwhile 
was banned in Nazi Germany for 
biting German officers and feeding 
them to the lions). Burroughs was 
probably the oldest man to fly over 
Tokyo in a bomber. But then he 
suffered a heart attack and his days 
of adventure were over,

clared that he had tired of his ape-

Orkney Islanders. 
Real Producers 


Inhabitanss i the Orkney 
Islands, off e¢ north coast of 
Scotland, Nave their own pet ideas 
on food production. They are-work- 
ing agricultural miracles. 

With a population of 22,000 men, 
women and children, 56,000,000 
eggs per year are being produced 
for export. This works out at 38 
pounds per head of population. 

Sponsored by the Scottish Agri- 
cultural Organization Society, a 
super-efficient system of egg-mar- 
keting has been developed. 

The result is that today the value 
of Orkney’s egg exports is greater 
than all the pure-bred Shorthorn 
and Aberdeen Angus cattle sold at 
public auctions -throughout Scot- 
Jand. Orkney’s fowl population, 4.7 
fowls per acre of land, is greater 
than any county in Scotland. 

But the industrious Orcadians do 
not rely solely on hens and eggs 
for their prosperity. 

Year by year, they are increasing 
their cattle stocks. This year they 
expect to make $3,500,000 from their 
herds. 

Since 1946, they have increased 
their milk production tenfold. 

To accommodate their money- 
spinning herds was a problem they 
solved in their typically enterprising 
manner. At Government auctions 
they bought up discarded Army, 
Navy and Air Force huts. They 
even used these to build their own 
homes,  atrengthening 
building cement walls round them 
and converting them into comfort- 
able dwellings. 

They vie with each other in their 
vigorous efforts to reclaim what 
was once regarded as “impossible’ 
land. Arable acreage in some cases 
has increased sixfold since 1948 

No wonder there are more than 
4,000 cars and 900 tractors on the 
islands (for a population of 22,000), 
almost one car for every family. 
And no wonder they: are known as 
the “Milk-and-Honey” Orkneys 
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Catching Sharks 
Brings Wealth.... 


The shark—murderer of the high 
geas—is called in France a requin. 
It comes from the Latin requiem, 
and therefore speaks for itself! But 
today, man-eating sharks have, 
through the brains and ingenuity 
of a Frenchman, become useful 
members of society. The story of 
how this came about has a dash 
of romance to it. 

The Frenchman is an ex-refrig- 
erator salesman named Andre 
Couard. -In a lonely spot, some 
200 miles south of Dakar in French 
West Africa, he has built a factory 
which is the centre of what the 
French call “A Shark Trust.” Cou- 
ard has already made a vast fortune 
extracting an oil from. sharks’ liv- 
ers, which contains even more 
vitamins than cod liver oil. But as 
Couard says, first catch your shark! 
Norway was the country - which 
supplied the world with most of its 
cod liver oil before Germany over- 
ran her. When that happened, the 
Allies: became desperately: short of 
Vitamin A—obtained from cod liver 
oil and essential to bomber: pilots 
as an aid to night visition. So the 
American began to hunt sharks off 
the coasts of California and Florida. 
The U.S.A. was not then in the 
war, but knew what a vital contri- 
bution would be made if shark liver 
oil could be supplied. 

At that time, France had capit- 
ulated and André Couard was in 
Dakar with his wife and two chil- 
dren, Suddenly, he had enough of 
it. He assembled his entire fortune 
of £300, packed his family into his 
eld Renault, and drove southwards 
until he reached a. place called 
Joal-Cap Vert. Couard knew that 
the »waters around Joal were just 
where he might find sharks. 

He decided to build a factory, 
but had no tools. First, he made 
his own spades—out of old’ petrol 
tins. He needed rakes, so he drove 
nails into sawn-off planks of wood. 
There were no wheelbarrows, so 
he used discarded hospital stretch- 
ers. é 

Then he began to build 
sand, sea shells and. chalk, 
took five weeks to dry. That was 
his cement! Stones! He hired a 
native canoe and fetched them from 
15 miles away. Wood came from 
a near-by forest. Couard cut down 
trees and hired 17 ponies to drag 
them to his building-site. 

Meanwhile, he was getting read 
his first shark-hunting boat. She 
called the Dorade. Madame 
Couard made the net. Knives to cut

the rear. Between them, the boats 
carry 280 nets. When the signal 
is given, the boats fish over an area 
of 10 miles. In each boat is a crew 
of nine natives. 

The crews know their oprey are 
about when they see shoals of fish 
leaping out of the water, fleeing 
from the sharks, of which there are 
a dozen kinds. Some of them, like 
the whale shark, are harmless. But 
the hammer shark and particularly 
the tiger shark, a man-eater, are 
very dangerous. They have enorm- 
ous appetites and are always gorg- 
ing themselves. Curious things have 
been found in their stomachs, One 
had a tom-tom, half a donkey-and 
a human foot. Even when a shark 
is mortally injured, hé goes on eat- 
ing and dies with his mouth full. 
Other sharks will set on him at such 
a time, finish him off and eat him 
—all but the head. 

Natives are not afraid of sharks. 
They say they'll eat white meat 
only. If a native’s cork hat blows 
overboard, he will calmly dive after 
it. But he takes care to rub tar 
over the palms of his hands, be- 
cause they are whitish.

The liver is extracted to produce 
oil, The flesh is boneless, Fresh, 
the meat is delicious and tastes ex- 
actly like tunna fish. Most of it, 
however, is salted, packed and dis- 
patched to various countries where 
it masquerades as salted cod. 

The less tasty portions are dried 
and ground down into an excellent 
manure, ‘The fins are dispatched to 
China, where shatk fin soup is a 
great delicacy. 

Teeth Make Jewelry 


The skins of the sharks are tan- 
ned and make a very pretty leather 
which has several varieties of pat- 
tern, according to the species of 
shark from which it is taken. The 
lining of the stomach is soft and 
durable and comparable to chamois 
leather. Inside the stomach of the 
shark are certain deposits which 
are extracted and sent to chemical 
laboratories. The jaws.of some spe- 
cimetns are often found in comtin- 
ental bric-a-brac shops. Sharks’ 
teeth are often used as costume 
jewelry. It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that Couard’s £300 has been 
turned into a limited liability com- 
pany with a capital of £100,000—in 
less than five years!

Of Everything ...... 


Mark Twain died 40 yeartaago™ 


on April 21. There have been aagy™ 
humorous writers since then : 
Mark Twain is still the great of 


them all.

He evolved a new humour — the 
comic twist to a sentence that 
brought to light an unsuspected 
funny angle. x 

He was frequently cheated by 
people he trusted; lost all of his 
rmoney in wildcat schenies; but he 
never lost his sense of humour. 

He was on a trip abroad when a 
fellow traveller showed him a min- 
jature of his sister, aud Mark 
Twain—his real name of Samuel 
Clemens—immediately .fell in love 
with her. 

He went back with the brother, 
met the girl, and without any of 
the usual preliminaries, he started 
courting her, 

Olivia was not at all sure that 
she liked this shock-headed man 
with the queer clothes and uncon- 
ventional manners; but he grew on 
her and she eventually capitulated. 

They were married in 1870 and 
from then until she died in 1904, 
she was his other half, spiritually, 
mentally and physically. She helped 
him to work to a method and be- 
came absolutely indispénsable to 
him. 

Mark Jwain could see fun in 
everything. Once, when his wife 
was ill in bed, he pinned a note to 
a tree in the garden which read, 
“Notice to birds. Please don’t sing 
too loudly—lady sleeping.” Then at 
the bottom he added a postscript, 
“Baritones come back later.” 

When he became editor and part 
owner of “The Buffalo Express,” 
he wrote in his first editorial, “T 
shall not often meddle with politics 
because we have a political editor 
who is already excellent and. only 
needs to serve a term or two in the 
penitentiary to be perfect. I shall 
not write any poetry unless I con- 
ceive a spite against the subscrib- 
ers.” 

His quiet humour is illustrated in 
this extract from “Innocese 
Abroad.” “Here and there on the 
front of the roadside inns we found 
huge coarse frescoes of suffering 
martyrs. It could not have dimin- 
ished their sufferings to be so un- 
couthly represented.” 

When he went to Englind, the 
people took him to their hearts. and 
crowds followed him from hall to 
hall. Everywhere he spoke, the 
place was packed to capacity. 

He would walk on to the plat- 
form with a pained expression on 
his face and begin by saying he was 
deeply hurt, that he was not a thief 
and that it was all a mistake. 

By this time the audience would 
be wondering what on earth he was 
talking about. Then he would tell 
them that when he first - reached 
London, the first.thing he saw was 
a newspaper placard: “Mark Twain 
arrives in London.” And under- 
neath, on thé same sheet, “Ascot 
Cup Stolen.” 


He enjoyed entertaining people - 
and when he became famous air 


the money was rolling in, He enter- 
tained lavishly. He was very keen 
on any kind of invention. and be- 
cause he never lost his boyish in- 
nocence, he was taken in by all 
sorts of people on the make. The 
final result was bankruptcy. 


When Americans heard that he 
was brankrupt, they were shocked, 
and there was talk of a national 
subscription. Many of his creditors 
waived their claims. 

Mark Twain might have been an 
innocent dupe, but he was also stub- 
born and he refused both the na- 
tional subscription and the waived 
claims of-his creditors. He would 
pay every penny in full. 


He wrote feverishly, and the 
world gained “Tom Sawyer 
Abroad,” “The American Claim- 


ant,” “Puddin’ Head Wilson,” and 
an historical novel published under 
the nom de plume, called “The 
Personal Recollections of Joan of 
Arc.” 

He undertook long lecture tours 
and by almost ruining his health 
managed to clear his debts and 
leave enough to keep him comfor- 
tably for the rest of his life. For 
nine years he was a happy. man, 
but when, in 1904, his wife died, 
his wish to write died too. 

Then he was~honored with the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Lit- 
erature at Oxford University and 
he was so pleased that for a short 
time the old Mark Twain revived. 

On Christmas Eve, 1909, his fav- 
orite daughter had a seizure and 
died immediately. The old man 
never recovered from the shock. 
He lived until April the following 
year and became rather eccentric. 

When people remonstrated with 
him, he told them that when Hal- 
ley’s Comet reappeared they would 
have no“trouble for he would be 
dead. And, strangely enough, his 
prophecy was true. When Halley's 
Comet did appear, he died.

A Cutting Garden 

A corner of the vegetable garden 
or some plate at the back of the 
lawn is often set aside to grow 
flowers especially for indoor bou- 
quets, When a large supply of 
bloon» is wanted frequent cutting 
leaves thé regular borders a bit 
shy. Any of these flowers suitable 
for cutting purposes will thrive on 
the same’ sort of cultivation that the 
vegetables get. Certain flowers, in- 
deed, like gladioli, sweet peas. and 
others of which the foliage is not 
very attractive are best grown with 
the vegetables.
